W hile the procession moved from 
the^ Gomez palace to the cem etery, 
and during the burial services, air­ 
planes circled over the city, drop­ 
ping flowers. 
Hundreds of great

tw elve sections, carried by nearly 
one hundred marchers.

tire block at one point the cortege 
massed over a solid carpet of flow­ 
ers.

The appointment, 
of 
the new 
judges of the new judicial circuits 
created by the last legislature eli­ 
minates, at least for the time being, 
Judge H. B. Shain from the circuit 
bench of Pettis county, the change 
going into effect 
Sunday 
night. 
This 
comes 
as 
a 
surprise 
to 
the community as well as to the 
members of the local bar, as it had 
been understood, 
and 
indeed im­ 
plied, by the law' creating the new 
circuits, that Judge Shain would be 
retained, that law specifically stat­ 
ing that where in the combination 
of counties creating new circuits, 
there was but one judge in office, 
that judge should receive the new 
appointment to the 
bench, 
ipso 
jurie. The change in Pettis county 
was made by the addition of Benton 
county to the circuit, wrhere hereto­ 
fore only the one county of Pettis 
had been included in it. Judge Shain 
was the only circuit judge in either 
of the two counties and in conse­ 
quence it was supposed that he 
would 
receive 
the 
appointment. 
Governor Hyde took the stand that 
the legislature, while having pow'er 
to create the new circuits, and de­ 
fine them, did not have the power 
to arbirarily fix the status of those 
to he appointed, nor to regulate 
such appointments in any way, the 
appointing power, resting exclusive­ 
ly in the executive. In consequence, 
in making the selection for this cir­ 
cuit he ignored the claim of Judge 
Shain and went to Benton county 
and .selected a practicing attorney 
for the place. 
In-as-much as twenty-one of the 
appointments made were of demo­ 
cratic incumbants, the reason for his 
action here cannot Tie understood, 
unless it be because of local politi­ 
cal conditions. Judge Shain is and 
always has been a very outspoken 
democrat, and has never faltered in 
standing by the party and its prin­ 
ciples, although even 
republicans 
admit that he has never permitted 
political 
considerations 
to 
influ­ 
ence his judgment or govern his 
judicial actions. .Ii is the concen­ 
sus of the opinion of the local bar, 
regardless of political affiliations, 
that Judge Shain has made a rec­ 
ord on the bench, second to none 
of the circut judges of the state. 
He has been fair and impartial, and 
has a record 
of few'er 
reversals 
from the court of appeals and su­ 
preme court seldom equalled by 
any judge serving the same length 
of time as has he. 
When seen this morning Judge 
Shain said that he had nothing to 
say in regard to the matter, that as 
yet he did not know his exact status 
owing as the 
fact 
that 
referen­ 
dum petitions are to be presented 
against this law', and, if, it is 
ruomered 
the 
governor will not 
accept 
those 
petitions and 
in 
consequence court action 
follows 
he 
will 
not 
be 
able to 
say 
until the courts have acted, wheth­ 
er he is a circuit judge or merely 
a practicing attorney, and that in 
the meantime, while he can not act 
in the capacity of a cli cult judge, 
neither can he practice law because 
the final decision may be that he is 
still a circuit judge, and that as 
such the status expressively pro­ 
hibits him from engaging in such 
practice. 
Under the circumstances he will 
practically be in a position where 
he cannot employ his profession, 
nor exercise 
the 
functions 
of a 
judge until the 
matter 
has gone 
through the judicial route prescrib­ 
ed in such for final adjudication. 
With Judge Shain retiring from 
the bench W. P. Kimberly, court 
stenographer will retire also, it is 
expected, as Judge Jackson is said 
to have a man whom he will ap­ 
point for this place. 
Mr. Kimber- 
1 iii as a court stenographer has no 
superior and few equals. He is rec­ 
ognized as one of the best court 
stenographers in 
the 
state, 
and 
while the arrangement at the pres­ 
ent time may discommode him for 
a short while, he will not be with­ 
out many Gartering offers. 
Mr. Kimberlin, when questioned 
this morning, stated that this was 
just one of the things that happen- 
during a 
lifetime, 
and 
that 
he 
felt better today t?-.an this time a 
year ago, as iast year on June 16, 
which he believed was his “hoodoo" 
day, the court house was burned 
and with it his library and office 
supplies, valued at about $2,000. 
Mr. Jackson, who has been se­ 
lected to succeed Judge Shain is a 
former Sedalian. 
He studied law 
iii this city under the late Colonel 
L. L. Bridges, and after practicing 
here a number of years moved to 
Warsaw, where for the past thirty 
years he has resided and practiced 
law. He is between 55 and 60 years 
of age. aud a man who is greatly 
respected by members of the bar 
association of this county.

required.*’ 
Does Sedalia want this institu­ 
tion? If so, how much does she 
want it? 
Secretary J. L. Wagner of the 
board, has mailed “to the mayor, 
commerce club or an editor in ev­ 
ery county seat, town and city in 
the state” a copy of the appended 
statement: 
“Offers will be received at 
the 
office of the state board of chari 
ties and corrections 
at Jefferson 
City, until IO o’clock Friday morn­ 
ing on the 15th day of July, 1921, 
for determining the selection of a 
site for a state home for neglected 
and dependent children. 
“This notice is 
sent with the 
view to giving every community in 
the state an equal chance in 
the 
selection of a location for the new' 
childrens’ home as provided for by 
an act of the 51st general assembly. 
Section 3 of the childrens’ home 
act provided that the state board of 
charities shall 
examine, consider 
and select a proper location for 
said state home for children, and 
in so doing, shall give first consid­ 
eration to the town or city that is 
most conveniently accessible to all 
parts of the state and which may 
make the most favorable offer in 
lands or other property to be used 
in the establishment of said home. 
Copies of the 
law establishing a 
state home may 
be secured by 
communicating 
with

state 
board of charities and corrections, 
Jefferson City, Missouri. 
“Offers received after the time 
indicated above wrill not be consid 
ered.”

beer regulations under the opinion 
handed down by former Attorney 
General Palmer. 
In view- of the statem ents by pro­ 
hibition leaders before the house 
com m ittee that they wrere unwill­ 
ing to redraft the Volstead supple­ 
mental bill and their request that 
it be expedited as em ergency legis­ 
lation, there was much speculation 
as to whether the Volstead ot W ills 
measure could be put through first. 
No friends have appeared on the

AMONG FARMERS 


f W ashington,

21.—More 


than 12,000,000 pounds 
of 
picric 
acid, one of highest known explo­ 
sives ,accumulated for 
war 
pur­ 
poses and made useless to the war 
department by the 
arm istice, 
will 
be distributed to farmers for agri­ 
cultural purpose* 
' 
W hen the war ended the 
army 
had on hand thii^im m ense stock of 
picric acid and in addition 
more 
than 26,000,000 pounds of T. N. T. 
The latter was distributed to vaij^ 
ous governm ental agencies for use 
in railroad construction in Alaska, 
public roads in the national parks 
and various projects or Indian res­ 
ervations. 
None of 
the 
T. N. T. 
was distributed to individuals and 
thus for not a single accident 
has 
marked the use or transportation 
of the millions of 
pounds 
of the 
high explosive, according to offi­ 
cials of the bureau of mines. 
The question of w hat to do with 
the 12,000,000 pounds of picric acid 
puzzled governm ent 
officers 
for 
some tim e and the war department 
had alm ost decided to tow the 
ex­ 
plosive out to sea and dump it ov­ 
erboard in the interests of the pub­ 
lic safety when it was decided to 
institute a series of experim ents in 
an effort to find som e safe commer­ 
cial use for it. 
The experim ents 
were conducted by the bureau 
of 
mines and disclosed many ways in 
which picric acid could 
be 
used 
safely and 
profitably 
on 
farms, 
such as in blasting out stumps and 
rocks and breaking up land. 
It 
was accordingly decided to distri­ 
bute the explosive, practically free 
of charge, to farmers. 
Picric acid, a highly crystalline 
powder having a lemon yellow col­ 
or is 18 per cent stronger than 40 
per cent straight nitro glycerine dy­ 
namite, according to th bureau of 
m ines. 
It should never be used in 
bulk, officials say, and 
its 
use 
should be restricted to re-dipped 
paraffined paper cartridges. 
The 12,000,000 surplus stock, lo­ 
cated at Sperta, Wig., and 
W in­ 
gate, N. M„ will be distributed to 
farmers through the 
bureau 
of 
public roads of the department of 
agriculture. 
The only cost to 
the 
farmer, it is announced, w ill 
be 
freight charges and a charge 
of 
six cents a pound for placing the 
powder in the 
necessary 
cartrid­ 
ges. 
It will be ready for distribu­ 
tion about July I.

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A REMARKABLE UTTERANCE. 
The speech delivered by Secretary 
of War Weeks at New York Univer­ 
sity is sure to attract much attention. 
Mr. Weeks was talking about war and 
the impossibility of this country dis­ 
arming until an international disarma­ 
ment agreement had been reached. 
He went on to say: “I do not anticipate 
war, but there are active and feverish 
military preparations among those 
with whom we might possibly come 
in contact. 
And I want to say here 
and now that I cannot give a moment’s 
serious consideration to the possibility 
of war with Great Britain.” 
It is evident, 
therefore, 
that Mr. 
Weeks does not mean Great Britain 
when he says that some possible an­ 
tagonist of this country is now engag­ 
ed in making “active and feverish mili­ 
tary preparations.” There is only one 
other nation that he can mean and that 
nation is Japan. 
This statement of the war secretary 
is a perfectly plain warning of danger 
of war with Japan and it is also a flat 
declaration that Japan is now making 
“active and feverish military prepara­ 
tions.” 
Such 
an 
utterance, coming 
from a member of the United States 
government, cannot fail to arouse in­ 
tense interest everywhere. 
The Japanese will certainly be in­ 
terested in it; indeed, it would appear 
not unlikely that they will take offi­ 
cial cognizance of it and file a protest 
against it. The reference to Japan is 
so plain—it is rendered all the plainer 
by what Mr. 
Weeks 
says 
further 
about nations which seek expansion in 
order to take care of their surplus 
population—that 
the 
Japanese can 
hardly afford to let it pass unchalleng­ 
ed. 
As for the people of this country, 
they must conclude either that Japan 
is really preparing feverishly to make 
war on the United States or that the 
secretary of war, in an effort to check 
the American disarmament movement, 
has committed a serious indiscretion. 
In either case, we are likely to hear 
a good deal more about Secretary 
Weeks’ speech, and it would not be 
surprising if it became the subject of 
international conversations. 


THE PRESIDENT AND THE SPEED 
LIMIT. 
The Baltimore 
Sun 
complains, 
though very gently, that President 
Harding 
in his “recent flit through 
Maryland” in a motor car violated the 
laws of that state by letting the chauf­ 
feur speed the car up to 50 miles an 
hour. 
“The 
President 
missed 
a 
chance,” says the Sun, “to help Mary­ 
land with one of her problems, for if 
his party had kept strictly within the 
law it would have served as a striking 
example to the illegal speeders who 
cause so much trouble on Maryland 
roads.” 
This is captious criticism. 
Let the 
President 
speed 
up as much as he 
pleases, say we. 
It indicates a ten­ 
dency on his part that most of us are 
very glad to observe. 
What the peo­ 
ple want from him is speed; and his 
lack of speed so far is the principal 
ground of complaint they have against 
him. 
More speed in solving the prob­ 
lem of peace, more speed in solving 


the problem 
of 
disarmament, more 
speed in getting necessary legislation 
through a dawdling 
congress, more 
speed in dealing with the merchant 
marine problem, more speed in deal­ 
ing with the pressing forestry problem 
in which he has often expressed his in­ 
terest, more speed in effecting eco­ 
nomy in government, more speed in re­ 
vising taxes, more speed in—but the 
list of places 
where 
more speed is 
needed could be spun out indefinitely. 
We are not sorry that Mr. Harding 
broke the speed limit in Maryland. 
Now if only President Harding would 
break some speed limits in Washing­ 
ton! 


MORE REPUBLICAN POLITICS. 
Reports from Washington indicate 
that educators who have come in touch 
with 
Brigadier General Sawyer, to 
whom the 
President 
is reported to 
have entrusted the working out of a 
public welfare department, to include 
educational activities, have not been 
very much impressed with the general. 
A correspondent of the Springfield 
Republican telling 
of an 
interview 
lasting an hour 
and a half between 
General Sawyer and “a very represen­ 
tative delegation” says that the mem­ 
bers of this delegation would not call 
him “a man of vision.” 
The corre­ 
spondent adds: “In fact, he is so ab­ 
solutely ignorant 
regarding 
educa­ 
tional matters that it is a tragedy to 
have the fate of the educational de­ 
partment placed in his hands. 
He 
may be a good physician, but he is en­ 
tirely out 
of his element when he 
touches the field of education.” 
A good many educators have been 
shocked and grieved also by the ac­ 
tion of the republicans in turning out 
Dr. Claxton, who had made a wonder­ 
ful record as commissioner of educa­ 
tion, and putting in a man wholly un­ 
known to the country. This is the first 
time, it is stated, that the position of 
commissioner of education has been 
made a political football.

Washington, June 24—Secretary 
Denby on recommendation of Ad­ 
miral Wilson, 
commander-in-chief 
of the Atlantic fleet, has relieved 
Capt. Clark D. Stearns of the bat­ 
tleship Michigan, for having

mitted his crew to discuss with him 
disciplinary matters vested only in 
the ship’s commanding officer.

the captain might require and trans
